on the rostrum of the old hall of rep­ 
resentatives of the Kentucky capitol, 
where more than 30 years ago began 
his public career, the Hon. Jam es B. 
McCleary of Madison county last night 
accepted the nomination of the Dem­ 
ocratic party to succeed William J. 
Deboe in the senate 
of the United 
States. 
He received the nomination 
by a vote of 62 to 37 over Circuit 
Judge Jam es E. C an tril of Scott coun­ 
ty, nearly two-thirds of the Democratic 
members. 
He will be elected by the 
general assem bly in joint session on 
Tuesday of next week over Senator 
Deboe, who was endorsed by his party 
ioi re-election. 
The Democratic caucus last night 
was harmonious throughout, the only 
surprise being 
th at sprung several 
hours before it convened by the with­ 
draw al of 
Congressmen Charles K. 
W heeler and David H. Smith, who 
have been in the contest for the past 
year. 
They withdrew only when it 
became apparent that McCreary would 
be nominated, and Judge Cantrill re­ 
mained in the race only to receive a 
com plim entary vote. 
Chairm an George W. Hickman of 
the senate caucus called the Joint cau­ 
cus to order promptly at 8 o'clock and 
stated the object of the assemblage. 
Twenty-five senators and 74 represen 
tatives were present, one by proxy. 
The congressional districts were call 
cd for nominations. 
Eight district* 
did not respond. 
On the calling of 
the ninth district State Senator W. A. 
Byron arose and began the nominating 
speech for ex-Governor McCreary. He 
began with a review of the political 
troubles of 1900 to which he attributed 
the election of a Democratic assembly.

standpoint, national Issues and said 
that McCreary filled to the fullest 
m easure all of th-; requirem ents of the 
position he sought, and would be an

Congressman W heeler on w ithdraw ­ 
ing from the race and predicted that 
he would follow McCreary to the sen­ 
ate. 
R epresentative Eli Brown of Nelson 
county, one of the youngest members 
of the house, presented the nam e of 
Judge Jam es E. Cantrill for the nomi­ 
nation.

“It w as about this time th a t the 
young engineer took a hand In the 
problem. 
He asked Hie dimensions of 
th e scow and was told th at it Mas 12 
by GO feet, and then he announced that 
lf the ow ner would provide him with 
four men he would raise the scow to: 
a certain sum of money.

w as made, though the contractor re­ 
fused to say. how he would go about 
the job. 
“ Now, yon must know that aside 
from Hie ebb and flood tide. M-lilch a1 
ternate every six boars, there is also 
w hat is known as a spring tide.

conies with the full of tile moon, and it 
has tile effect of making a higher flood 
tide than any during the month. 
The 
opposite to the spring tide is the neap 
tide, and that happens at Hie dark of 
the moon, with the effect that at no 
other tide during the month is the ebb 
tide so low as it is at th at time. 
*k’he 
difference in the height of w ater be­ 
tween Hie ebb at neap tide and the 
flood at spring tide is considerable. 
“The engineer waited until rn ap tide. 
On that day lie towed a num ber of logs 
down the river. 
These he anchored 
over Hie scow and st ilt men below to 
fasten chains to one side of the scow, 
and these lie fastened to tile logs on 
the surface. Then he waited patiently, 
As Hie spring tide approached tie tow 
cd other logs down the river until lie 
had enough to make quite a raft, and 
on the day of the highest tide all the 
logs were tied together and fastened. 
Tile tide rose steadily, and Hie mort* it 
rose the more the raft went down un­ 
der the strain of the pull on the chains. 
At inst, just as it seemed th at the raft 
M’as unequal to the occasion, it w as 
seen to bob up violently, and a moment 
later there Mas a commotion in the 
water, and the scow appeared. 
W hat 
bad happened, of course, was this: Th* 
chains pulling upw ard on one side of 
the scow’ tilted It more and more until 
Hie deck load began to slide off, and 
finally, when all the stones had slid in­ 
to the river, the scow came up under 
Its own buoyancy. The rem ainder was 
simple. The vessel w as towed to the 
shore, w here it was hauled up on the 
sand, and when the w ater receded 
holes bored into the hull caused the 
scow to empty. L ater the holes were 
plugged up again, and the old ship was 
as hue as silk.” —New York Times.

Franc* ow es the Legion of Honor to 
Napoleon, 
All orders of chivalry had 
been abolished by tin* revolution ami 
had Jeff a gap which it w as not easy to 
fill, 
“They are un-re geegaw s,” said 
Mouge, the chemist, who had taught 
the revolution fats how to make gun­ 
powder out of plaster of paris. 
“Gee­ 
gaw s, if you w ill,” the lirst consul an­ 
swered, “but people like them. 
Let us 
approach the question frankly. 
All 
men are enamored of decorations 
the French more than any. They pool 
th cly hanger for them, and they have 
alw nj * done so.” 
This w as at M almaison In 1802. 
In 
May the cornell d’etat w as Invited to 
consider the project of the Institution 
of tile Legion of Honor. 
It w as ridi­ 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
w ho as : toter of llohenlindon w as bit­ 
terly Jealous < f the victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party he sent for his cook 
and said to him in the presence of his 
guests; “Michel, I nm pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have indeed distin­ 
guished yourself. 
I will award you a 
saucepan of honor.” 
Mine. de Stnel 
w as also satirical upon the su bject 
“Ah, one of the decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who w as shown into 
her salon. 
But Napoleon h id gauged human na­ 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt want, and it w as deli- , 
nitely inaugurated on July ll, 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of ’.H ers on whom it w as 
then bestowed were Included Laplace, 
the m athem atician; l.alamle, the as­ 
tronomer; L inier, tin* naturalist, and 
Legouve, the p *et. 
The most notable 
name omitted Mas that of Bernardln 
de St. Pierre, Just then in disgrace for 
championing Mine. de Stac' whom Na 
poleon had banished, but he got the 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 
After Jena Goethe w as decorated. A 
little later high promotion in the order 
w as given to General Lamarque, to 
whom Sir Hudson Lowe had surrender­ 
ed at Capri. “ W hat did you do with 
him?” asked Napoleon. 
“The king df 
Naples had him exchanged for a Nea­ 
politan general who w as a prisoner in 
Sicily.” 
“ Very well; there is no harm 
in letting this English colonel go. lie 
Is not dangerous.” 
It seem s not un­ 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem­ 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na­ 
poleon’s Jailer a few years afterward 
After Napoleon’s dow nfall the ques 
tlon of suppressing the Legion of Hon­ 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo­ 
leon hail not decorated, strongly urged 
its abolition, So did I’liu o di Forgo. 
M arshals Victor, Mannont and Mac­ 
donald opposed. 
After debate it w«9 
decided to recognize and retain the or­ 
der, not on any high moral or patriotic 
grounds, 
but 
because Louis 
XVIII. 
could not afford to muke him self more 
unpopular than be was already 
by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and I amnrtine consent 
cd to accept the red rlhn. n, but it was 
also conferred upon a great number of 
w orthless personages ami so brought 
into contempt. 
There have been many Legion of 
Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others in 
magnitude. This is, of course, tin* W il­ 
son 
scandal, 
the history of 
which, 
though intricate, is worth recalling. 
The trouble may be said to have be­ 
gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
Gravy fell In love w ith an opera singer 
who need not he mentioned here. He 
wanted to marry her, and she wanted 
to marry him, and the pal vers were be­ 
ginning to couple the tw o names in a 
manner most em barrassing to the pres­ 
ident of tin* republic. The president, 
however, sent the opera singer about 
his business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band, but the hest husband he could 
procure on the spur of the moment 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson, 
who had long been one of M. Grevy's 
political supporters and w as a financier 
of swine mark. 
No sooner w as M. Wilson established 
at the Elysee than ho proceeded to en­ 
rich him self by various means. Among 
other things, he founded a paper called 
Le Moniteur de I'Ex position Unlver- 
eelle, w hich really covered a traffic In 
decorations. 
The whole storj 
came 
out In a state trial toward the end of 
1887. 
It was proved that Wilson had 
made a regular practice of selling the 
Legion of Honor, or. rather, of Invit­ 
ing people who wanted it to bribe him 
to use Ids Influence to obtain it for 
them. 
His overtures were presented 
through his J* ck als. Generals d’Aud- 
lan and ( ’nlTerel and Mines. Limousin 
and Palazzi, and the whole party had 
to stand in the duck together. 
W ilson was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, a tine of 3,000 francs 
mid five years’ deprivation of civil 
rights, 
lie apjvcaled, mid the court of 
cassation annulled the Judgment. 
The 
accused, said the Judges, was obvious­ 
ly gouty of everything that lie w as 
charged with, but as his offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law lit* 
could not he punished. 
So lie retired 
to the country and tried to live down 
his had name. 
As lie ultimately got 
him self elected consenter general, one 
must suppose that he succeeded in this 
ob ject—Pall Mall Gazette.

On any cold and frosty 
morning It w ill usually be found that 
those surfaces that are tho best radi­ 
ators of heat are also those that are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
It Is not alw ays realized, how ­ 
ever, that all objects are continually 
radiating heat, s > that, no matter how 
much they may receive from the sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of lieut dur 
tug the day, but as soon as night comes 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
w ill soon become eo\ert-d In hoarfrost. 
Every one has observed bow the m ois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass o f cold w ater brought 
suddenly into a warm room. 
A situ 
liar process takes place in the open 
air, so that as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces that are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops o f va­ 
por, which in warm weather take the 
form of dew and In cold of hoarfrost. 
M oisture therefore plays a very Impor­ 
tant part in the developm ent of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there must not 
he too much of it. 
Borne of tin* most 
delicate designs occur during the prev­ 
alence of mist and haze, aud in tow ns 
especially it is no uncommon thing for 
a choking brumous fog to bo in sumo 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost.™
